RISK 


By John Ulrich 


It’s funny how people zero in 
on a phrase or half a phrase or 
part of a story and ignore the 
context, sometimes miss the 
point completely. 

Example: I crash a 600R on the 
race track; I figure out that the reason 
I crashed is that the techniques I have 
successfully used in riding racebikes 
with 18-inch front wheels do not 
work when used on a motorcycle 
with a 16-inch front wheel. Boiled 
down to the essence, I applied the 
wrong technology to the problem at 
hand, out of ignorance. I screwed up, 
and as a result, I crashed and learned 
something. 








What I did was to get myself into a 
corner too hot while passing and 
come to a point where I had to back 
off the throttle at the apex, leaned 
over so far that the right footpeg was 
dragging (not an easy thing to do on 
a 600R) on the ripply pavement. 

That combination of conditions 
on that motorcycle was a bad one. 
When I backed off the throttle, I lost 
the front end, so I guess that means I 
should have kept the throttle on and 
run off the track into the embankment. 

When I wrote about the crash, I 
carefully spelled out the conditions; I 
wrote that 16-inch front wheels were 
no trouble on the street and that I had 
great fun riding my Ninja 900 witha 
16-inch front wheel. My point was 
that riding a motorcycle with a 16- 
inch front wheel on the race track, at 
race track speeds, requires a different 
technique than riding a bike with an 
18-inch front wheel. There are great 
advantages to a 16-inch front wheel; 
the tradeoff is that you have to ride 
differently at race track speeds. 

The fastest street speeds are slow 
race track speeds. Riding on the race 
track is not like riding on the street. 

Some non-racers are taking’ my 
columns to mean that a 16-inch front 
wheel will crash them on the street. 
Dealers and manufacturers are freak- 
ing out because they're afraid of a 
potential avalanche of lawsuits filed 
by street riders who crash and blame 
16-inch front wheels. Some people 
have gone so far as to suggest that I 
am irresponsible for having written 
about my experience with the 600R at 
all. 

But this is America. America has a 
free press. American society is based 
on people having the right to know, 
the right to exchange opinions and 
make up their own minds. 

I believe that I wrote the truth. I 
believe I had a moral obligation to 
pass on what I learned by crashing 
that 600R so that other racers might 
learn from my mistakes and thus 
perhaps avoid crashing themselves. 

I can’t not write about what I learn 
out of fear of somebody running toa 
lawyer as a result, any more than I 
could not write about a bike wobbling 
just because lawsuits pinning crashes 
on alleged wobbles are popular. 

The reason some such lawsuits are 
successful is that juries are comprised 
of non-riders who aren't smart enough 
to avoid jury duty and who don’t 
have any idea of what a motorcycle is 
or how it acts. I doubt that any street 
crash alleged to have been caused by 
the handling characteristics of a 16- 
inch front wheel actually was so 
caused. 

If a car driver stands on the gasin 
an icy corner and crashes, it means 
the driver applied the wrong tech- 
nique to the situation at hand, not 
that the car is at fault. 

And if a rider backs off the gas at 
the apex of a race track corner at 
racing speed on a motorcycle with a 
16-inch front wheel and crashes as a 
result, it doesn't mean that 16-inch 
front wheels are bad. No. It means 
that applying the wrong technique 
— 18-inch-front-wheel technique — 
to motorcycles with 16-inch front 
wheels is bad under very specific 
conditions. It means that anybody 
who rides their street bike at racing 
speeds on the street and crashes should 
blame only themselves and not start 
looking for people to sue. 

Every advantage carries with it a 
Risk. To beable to use the advantage, 
you must be able to understand and 
deal with the Risk. e

Thus far 
the Coalition and the AMA have de- 
livered over 500 letters to his E] Cajon 
office and more are coming every day.

Mill Canyon 


- This letter is to provide you with 
more information on the proposed 
Mill Canyon, California Off-Road 
Vehicle area. 

The Mill Canyon ORV site is 2000 
acres of mountainous terrain east of 
Palmdale, approximately 30 miles 
from the Los Angeles city limits. It is 
located south of Highway 14, 7.5 
miles west of Aliso Canyon Road. 
The land is in the Angeles National 
Forest within the jurisdiction of the 
Tujunga Ranger District. Present ac- 
cess to the area is from the Antelope 
Valley Freeway (Highway 14), 
through the town of Acton, a right 
turn on Soledad Canyon Road, a 
right turn on Aliso Canyon Road, 
anda right turn on USFS service road 
#4N32. 

1. The Forest Service has applied 
for an‘ORV grant from the State of 
California for the purpose of building 
an ORV site at Mill Canyon (2,000 
acres). 

2. The grant has been approved by 
the Off-Road Vehicle Commission. 
The funds have not been released to 
the Forest Service pending the out- 
come of the final environmental 
assessment. 

3. As part of the Forest Service 
planning we are now developing the 
environmental assessment. 

4. The purpose of the environmen- 
tal assessment is to evaluate the effects 
of providing the following develop- 
ments in Mill Canyon: 

a. Provide 20 to 25 miles of 
motorcycle trails; 

b. Provide a developed site for 
camping and picnicking with stoves, 
tables and restrooms; 

c. Provide an area of 15 acres for 
warm up, unloading and parking; 

d. Accommodate 250 people at 
one time (PAOT) and 70 vehicles; 

e. Provide water if funding is 
available; 

f. Upgrade access road into site 
(7.5 miles) to approved standards. 

5. Currently the Forest Service is 
evaluating the following four alterna- 
tives: 

a. No action — will not be built; 

b. Minimum development (200 
PAOT, 54 cars) — upgrading road, 
20 miles of trail, one toilet, protection 
for tree plantation, signs, staging 
area, and two area managers; 

c. Moderate development (250 
PAOT, 67 cars) — road staying basi- 
cally the same, 25 miles of trail, stag- 
ing area, two toilets, signs, primitive 
campground and picnic ground, water 
development, plantation protection, 
and two area managers; 

d. Maximum development (500 
PAOT, 135 cars) — upgrading road,

featuring Brad Lackey, by Brad’s personal trainer, Dean Miller, and Len Weed. 
All first person comments are by Dean Miller. 

Be aware that many areas of sports medicine, training, and nutrition do not 
offer black-and-white answers. Training is as much an art form as it is a science. 
In many ways, preparing an athlete is similar to tuning a racing engine. It’s part 
study, part experiment, part dreaming up new approaches, part trying different 
combinations. It’s putting past results and present ideas together, searching for 


something that works better. 


Research often suggests answers but conclusive evidence may be lacking. And 
continuing research sometimes questions or invalidates principles and ap- 
proaches previously accepted. Differing views, where applicable, will be menti- 
oned along with indications of new research that may change prevailing views. 
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Athletic systems 

Those who study the athletic body 
are concerned with two major elements: 

O Energy. 

O Motion. 

Physiology examines the creation 
and use of energy to produce motion. 
This involves chemical reactions in 
the cells, nerve impulse communica- 
tions, and muscular contractions. 

Kinesiology studies how the mus- 
cles work to create joint movement. It 
looks at things like flexion, exten- 
sion, and interior and exterior rota- 
tion. 

Bio-mechanics is concerned with 
muscular function — the mechanics 
of movement — for specific perfor- 
mance. 

Basically, physiology (energy) and 
kinesiology (motion) look at how it 
happens while bio-mechanics deals 
with what happens, the movements 
themselves. 

The body’s numerous systems, in- 
teracting together, may be further 
classified into four major categories 
of special interest to the athlete: 

O Energy system. 

O Nervous system. 

O Motion system. 

O Temperature control system. 

The body’s energy system burns 
combinations of fuels (processed from 
food) and oxygen. 

The body’s nervous system, using 
electrical/chemical communication, 
sparks the fuel/motion process. The 
nervous system collects information, 
sorts and processes it, refers to mem- 
ory, makes decisions, and sends sig- 
nals to trigger movement. 

The body's motion system uses 
muscle/skeleton joint leverage to gen- 
erate movment. Muscles: contract 








while complementary muscles relax, 
allowing movement of the skeletal 
bones at the joints. 

The body's temperature control 
system uses both air and liquid cool- 
ing (or warming) to regulate operat- 
ing temperature. 


Energy system 

Gasoline, air intake, and a carbure- 
tor to mix the two, provide the burn 
that makes a motor go. 

Asimilar process takes place in the 
body using a more complex fuel sys- 
tem. Oxygen and a mixture of body 
fuels are burned to generate motion. 

Instead of one fuel tank, the body 
has various storage areas for different 
fuels. Each muscle group has its own 
stored fuel supply. Additional fuel 
plus oxygen are delivered by the 
blood stream which also picks up 
fuel and chemicals for special situa- 
tions. 


Animal energy/plant energy 

Sunlight (solar energy) is the major 
energizer of both animal and plant 
life. A mutually self-sustaining cycle 
of fuel exchange between the two life 
forms allows both to co-exist. 

Energy from the sun is captured 
and stored in plant life as carbohy- 
drates — sugars and starches. 

-Plants use water, carbon dioxide in 
the atmosphere, and nutrients in the 
soil to sustain the photosynthesis 
process, generating oxygen as a waste 
product of their fuel burning. 

Animal life ingests large amount 
of carbohydrate fuel — directly by 
eating vegetation or indirectly by eat- 
ing animals that have eaten plants. 
However, animal Jife, unlike vegeta- 
tion, stores most of its energy fuel as 
fat, not carbohydrates. Also, unlike 








vegetation, animal life uses oxygen, 
not carbon dioxide to burn its body 
fuel, exhaling carbon dioxide and 
water vapor back into the atmos- 
phere where it can be used by plant 
life. 


Metabolism 


The term metabolism refers to cell 
reactions, chemical processes within 
the body that build or break down 
substances necessary to sustain the 
life process. 

Anabolic metabolism. Complex 
substances are built out of simpler 
substances. Nutrients are converted 
into protoplasm, the basic essence of 
the cells. 

Catabolic metabolism. Complex 
substances are broken down into sim- 
pler substances. Energy is released by 
this process. 

Basal metabolism refers to the cell 
reactions necessary for minimal activ- 
ity when the body is relaxed and free 
from stress. 

Any increase in activity increases 
metabolism. The body uses more fuel 
and demands more oxygen to burn 
that fuel. This metabolic process uses 
enzymes — proteins produced by the 
cells — as catalysts which initiate or 
accelerate the chemical reactions that 
convert chemical energy into mechan- 
ical energy. 


Body fuel 
In simplest terms, the body burns 
two types of fuel — fat and sugar. 


One is used in preference to the other, 
depending on body. activity and oxy- 
gen demand. 

Fat is the primary fuel at rest or 
during mild, oxygen-sustained (aero- 
bic) exertion. There are two types of 
at fuel: i 

D Triglyceride fats. Stored in mus- 
cle cells. 

O Free fatty acids. Circulating in 
the blood. 

Carbohydrate fuel is the startup 
and primary fuel for. briefer, more 
intense (anaerobic — without oxygen) 
exertion: 

O Blood glucose. Sugar fuel. Glu- 
cose not needed for immediate 
energy stored as glycogen. 

O Muscle glycogen. Starch fuel 
stored in the muscles until de- 
manded. 








O Liver glycogen. Starch fuel stored 
in the liver, converted to glucose 
and released into the bloodstream 
on demand. 

At rest the body burns about 80 
percent fat fuel and about 30 percent 
sugar fuel. That ratio changes as 
activity begins and intensifies. Max- 
imum effort burns about 70 percent 
sugar fuel and 30 percent fat. (Protein 
in muscle tissue is used as survival 
fuel when fat and carbohydrate fuel is 
insufficient.) 

The availability of two body fuels 
—fat and sugar — allows the muscles 
to work with or without oxygen. 

Oxygen intake is sufficient for 
burning fat during aerobic exertion. 
(That’s why aerobic exercise is pre- 
ferred for weight reduction.) 

As the anaerobic threshold — about 
50 to 70 percent of maximum heart 
rate — is approached, oxygen intake 
is no logner sufficient for burning fat 
so the body switches to using more of 
its carbohydrate fuel. Instead of a 
steady, pay-as-you-go fat/oxygen 
burn, the body uses sugar turbocharg- ' 
ing for short energy bursts. This tur- 
bocharging requires minimal oxygen 
intake relative to demand, but does 
create an oxygen debt that has to be 
repaid. 


Muscle phosphagens 

The chemical-energy-to-mechani- 
cal-energy process that permits mus- 
cular action is multi-layered. The fat 
and sugar energy in nutrients is not 
used directly by the muscles, but it 
generates the production of other 
chemical substances (muscle phos- 
phagens) that trigger muscular con- 
tractions. The muscle phosphagens 
are: 

O Adenosine triphosphate (ATP) 

O Phosphocreatine (PC), also 

known as creatine phosphate 

ATP is created as the body breaks 
glucose down into carbon dioxide 
and water. : 

Creatine, produced in the liver and 
kidneys, combines with phosphorus 
to form creatine phosphate. 

ATP and creatine phosphate are 
both stored in the muscles. Nerve 
impulses sent to trigger muscular 
contractions create chemical reactions 
which release energy as chemical 
bonds are broken. 








ATP triggers the muscular con- 
tractions, losing phosphorus in the 
process. Creatine phosphate replen- 
ishes the phosphorus. 

This ATP-PC relationship is re- 
ferred to as a coupled reaction. Each 
chemical provides the other’s energy 
needs to create a self-sustaining 
process. 

Energy sequence 

O The ATP-PC system. 

O The lactic acid (anaerobic gly- 

colysis) system. 

O The aerobic (oxygen) system. 

The startup of activity — no matter 
how mild or intense ) begins with an- 
aerobic fueling. The anerobic fueling 
system actually consists‘of two sub-sys- 
tems related to duration and intensity 
of effort. The ATP-PC system handles 
initial and burst exertion. The lactic 
acid system handles longer anaerobic 
efforts. The aerobic (oxygen) system 
takes over almost immediately for mild 
movements. More intense exertion de- 
lays activation of the aerobic system. 

Almost everyone is familiar with 
the feeling_of suddenly getting their 
wind after beginning exertion. This 
“second wind" is really first wind — 
the aerobic system taking over from 
the anaerobic system. Generally, the 
less fit experience a stronger second 
wind sensation. Conditioned athletes 
usually don’t have as noticeable a 
transition. 


Energy debts 

Burst fueling creates two debts for 
the body to repay: 

Oxygen debt. Oxygen intake, less 
than necessary during exertion, re- 
quires payback (by deep breathing) 
during the recovery period. 

Carbohydrate fuel debt. More car- 
bohydrates must be eaten for process- 
ing into glucose and glycogen. Ex- 
treme endurance exertion can deplete 
muscle and liver glycogen. 


The lungs 

Picture the lungs as two large 
sponges that soak up and squeeze out 
air instead of water. That air is about 
20% oxygen and 80% nitrogen. 

The major breathing muscle is the 
diaphragm. The contracting dia- 
phragm allows the lungs to expand, 
sucking air into the partial vacuum 
caused by exhalation: Then the dia- 
phragm relaxes and pushes up against 
the lungs, forcing the air out. This 
happens 15 times a minute over 20,000 
times a day. 

The diaphragm and other respira- 
tory muscles only require one to two 
percent of oxygen inhaled at rest. 
That figure may climbas high as 10% 
for intense effort. 

Adult lungs can hold as much as 
three to four quarts of air during 
exertion, but intake at rest may be as 
little as one pint. 

Lung volume (referred to as vital 
capacity) does not vary much among 
individuals with the same build, but 
an athlete has the capacity to use a 
greater percentage of inhaled oxygen 
to contract his muscles. 

Each lung contains about 150 mil- 
lion tiny air sacks (alveoli) which are 
just one cell thick. (It is estimated 
that the surface area of these sacks in 
an adult male is equivalent to the 
surface area of a tennis court.) 

The oxygen in the lungs is trans- 
ferred through the alveoli membranes 
to surrounding capillaries of the blood 
system. This transfer of oxygen is 
referred to as effusion. The return 
transfer of carbon dioxide to the 
lungs for exhalation is referred to as 
diffusion. As might be expected, ath- 
letes tend to have higher effusion, 
diffusion rates. They get higher per- 
centages of oxygen and carbon diox- 
ide into and out of the blood stream. 

Superior effusion/diffusion rates

Terry Cunningham is unquestionably the 
comeback story of 1984. Cunningham 
redefined the meaning of true grit, rising out 
of a hospital bed in Wales in mid-October, 


1983, less than two weeks after in a disastrous crash just prior 
severely breaking his right leg to the International Six Days

Anything but a quitter 


Enduro. Against all odds, he came 
back on the National Championship 
Enduro Series scene in 1984 with an 
ever-increasing vengeance — a 
determined bid to recapture the series 
crown that was his in 1982. And 
“T.C.” did just that. 

Cunningham felt winning the 
championship in '84 was definitely a 





coup — much more so than his first 
title. “It feels even better this year,” 
said Cunningham. “Back in ’82, it 
was pretty much expected of me. I 
came off of ’81,-where I finished the 
season only two points behind Dick 
(Burleson), and Dick retired with his 
title in hand. A lot of people were 
saying, ‘Terry is going to win in 82 
and ‘the other people are going to 
learn.’ And that was pretty much the 
way it happened — I won seven out 
of 12 rounds — a pretty decisive 
victory.” 

But even before the start of the '83 
season, problems set in for Cunning- 
ham in the form of a broken thumb 
— a harbinger of things to come. He 
missed the first National Champion- 
ship Enduro Series round since his 
thumb wasn’t healed, and later in the 
season had some mechanical prob- 
lems with prototype machinery he 
was competing on. Those problems 
were enough to put Cunningham 
out of the hunt for the series title, 
then the crash in Wales capped off a 
season full of disappointment. The 
championship fell to Cunningham's 
Husky teammate, Mike Melton, who 
dominated the series all the way. 

“T have to call the way.’83 ended up 
for me as a real tragedy,” said 
Cunningham. “I know that sounds a 
little drastic, but that’s the way I 
looked at the accident I had. Just 
from knowing people that have been 
at a certain high point in life and 
then had an accident come along, 
they never seem to reach that high 
point again. I could see that in myself. 

“The fall I took (in a practice ride 
in the Welsh countryside) wasn't like 
one of the motocrossers throwing it 
away over a double jump, or a road 
racer going down in a horrendous 
high speed crash, or like a dirt tracker 
pitching it away at 80 mph; I got off 
at about 10 mph. And the break 
wasn’t a compound fracture. But the 
interior damage was pretty drastic.” 

Indeed it was. Cunnningham’s 
right femur was not only broken, a 
piece of bone was broken away from 
the femur. Since the break was so 
high in the leg (near the hip), a 14- 
inch steel plate was needed to fully 
brace the femur during the healing 
process. The plate was secured by 12 
screws that ran all the way through 
the bone, and was secured at its top 
via a swivel joint to the hip. Four 
more screws were installed to repair 
the section of bone that had broken 
away. 

The only way to really know how 
bad the break was and how much 
metal Cunningham carried around 
in his leg is to look at one of the 
X-rays he has. You'll most likely do 
the same thing we did: shake your 
head in amazement. And before you 
ask the question, Cunningham has 
had to do some explaining when 
going through the metal detectors at 
airports. 

Cunningham recuperated from the 
surgery much faster than his doctors 
thought he would, and he shocked 
many of his competitors by coming 
back into action so quickly — and so 
effectively. His charge to the cham- 
pionship intensified as the series went 
on; consistent finishes through the 
first half .of the 12-event series gave 
way to near total domination — he 
scored overall wins in five out of the 
last six events. 

“My plan early in the season was to 
ride conservatively, get fourths and 
fifths and sneak in there every once in 
a while to let the other guys know I 
still had it in me,” said Cunningham. 
“I thought that would be great. And I 
did exactly that, and I did it on a 
250cc six-speed bike, not on the Husky 
Automatic I had always ridden in 
enduros. 











“When I'd be driving down the 
road or just had some spare time, I'd 
think about the Nationals in the first 
half of the season and how I could've 
shaved off just a little bit of time and 
maybe finished a place or two higher 
— or maybe even won. Then I began 
to think, ‘Maybe I am in the hunt for 
the title.” 

But what really made things click 
into place for Cunningham? “I hada 
real change in attitude. I read an 
interview with Mike (Melton) in a 
magazine, and a few things he said 
—let’s just call them competitive con- 
flicts — changed my whole attitude 
toward the season. That changed me 
from a‘go out, win, do good’ attitude 
to ‘I’m going to win the champion- 
ship if it’s the last thing I do.’ 

“I went from having fun — like I 
try to do in every event I go to — to 
being totally serious. The next event 
was the Buckeye National in Ohio, 
and I wanted to win it by a decisive 
margin. I was back on the Automatic, 
and I wanted to hurt the other guys 
mentally, to basically demoralize 
them. And I rode probably the best I 
ever have and ever will; I never fell 
down all day, or even came close to 
falling; no matter what I did was 
right; and I ended up winning overall 
— 10 points ahead of the next closest 
rider. I know it hurt the other riders 
because I heard about it through the 
grapevine. 

“Actually, the steel plate in my leg 
was helping rather than hindering 
me,” said Cunningham. “It was 
forcing me to be more conservative, 
to not make as many mistakes, and I 
made the best out of what I had. 
That’s what you have to do to win 
National Enduros. I remember the 
shape I was in after the South Carolina 
National; I actually cried because the 
leg hurt so bad. But the leg forced me 
to ride conservatively, so I finished 
well.” 

Cunningham clinched the title at 
the Black Coal National in Indiana, 
yet with the crown safely tucked away 
still rode the final series round. in 
Delaware — and handily won again. 
But that 112-mile ride marked Cun- 
ningham’s last time aboard two 
wheels in '84; on October 31, three 
days later, surgery was performed. 
The steel plate was removed and he is 
again recuperating. 

There appears to be little doubt 
Cunningham will be back to defend 
his title in 1985, barring any unforseen 
complications from the surgery. But 
as Cunningham found out near the 
end of the "84 season, there was a 
movement afoot to prevent him from 
competing in "84. “I found out from 
Mark Blackwell (Husqvarna vice 
president of marketing) that Husky 
was looking for a way to keep me 
from riding since I was injured; and 








if I did, I would’ be been finished with 
them as far as employment goes. I'm 
happy it never came down to a situa- 
tion like that.” 

The injury did prevent Cunning- 
ham from riding one of his favorite 
events — the IDSE — in 1983 and 
1984. In his four Six Days appear- 
ances, 1979 through 1982, Cun- 
ningham garnered three gold medals 
and one silver, and has some ideas 
about how the U.S. teams may be 
able to get over their inablity to win 
in World Trophy or Vase Team 
competition. 

“It’s been 11 years since we've won 
a Six Days team competition,” said 
Cunningham, “and I feel the answer 
to the problem is perfect organization. 
But that starts at the roots, not at the 
top, and that’s where everybody has 
the wrong outlook. Only the riders 
know who is capable of winning the 
World Trophy. How can the people 
that actually pick the team make a 
decision on who represents the U.S. 
when they haven't been to all of the 
Qualifiers watching all of the riders, 
or aren’t directly involved in the 
industry? 

“The roots of the system — the riders 
themselves — should make the deci- 
sions about who is on the team, and 
the organizational details should be 
left for the officials that used to pick 
the team. Good support is still very 
important; we proved that this year 
to a point, and Kevin Hines and 
Mark Hyde are prime examples. 
Without that high level of support, 
you could’ve crossed them both off 
the list. 

“There's one more thing we need 
to do if we're to be really successful in 
Six Days; the entire team should go to 
a motocross school for a week. Maybe 
someone like Gary Bailey can’t teach 
us how to be motocross stars like his 
son, David, but maybe he can teach 
us something we don’t know — what 
we're missing. Seconds make the 
difference in the special tests, 


especially when you’re riding three | 


tests a day for six days; it all adds up.” 

Cunningham's life away from being 
a Husky employee, top competitor, 
and spokesman in the off-road world 
is still a very active one. First and 
foremost, he’s into fishing and 
hunting, but you’re also likely to find 
him engaged in a friendly basketball 
game at the local gym, or out on the 
golf course. 

He’s also spent a lot of time over 
the last two years renovating the 
house he occupies in Athens with his 
wife, Peggy, and daughters Carrie 
and Autumn — the very same house 
he grew up in. “I bought the house 
from my parents when my dad had to 
move toanother town for employment 
reasons,” said Cunningham. “I never 
liked the idea of living in the big city, 
and when the opportunity came to 
move back out in the ‘country’ I 
grabbed it. I’m 67 miles from the 
Husky office in Columbus, but what's 
really nice is that I can go riding right 
from my house any time I want to.” 

Parked in Cunningham's driveway 
are a late-model AMC Eagle four- 
wheel-drive wagon and a Toyota 
pickup. He also has a Honda 
Nighthawk 650 street bike as well asa 
Honda CX500. “I’m going to give the 
CX500 to my dad (Jerry) for traveling 
to the enduros with me this year, but 
he doesn’t know it yet.” Cunningham 
has few “toys,” but plans to buy a 
three-wheeler soon. 

Cunningham admits he likes to 
have fun, and that goes for the time 
he spends on the trail. And he plans 
to putin many more miles doing just 
that in 1985. “TII be out there doing 
like I always do — the very best that I 
can. I want to win the championship 
again. I think I showed everybody 
this year that I'm anything but a 
quitter.” ®

A very cold and drizzly day in Madera 
couldn’t dampen the excitement of the first 
round of the Continental Motosport Club/ 
Skoal Bandit Golden State Nationals, and 


Suzuki’s Erik Kehoe, Honda’s 


Ron Lechien and Yamaha’s 
Broc Glover went home with 
the big wins. 

Kehoe, who is now riding for team 
Suzuki after spending the last few 
years competing on Hondas, didn’t 
take long adapting to his new mount 
and proved it by easily winning the 
125cc Pro class. In the first moto, 
Kehoe quickly jumped out to an 
early lead and went on to take the win 
— unchallenged. However, Kehoe’s 
win in the second moto didn’t come 
as easily — his teammate A.J. Whiting 
and Yamaha’s Keith Bowen made 
things difficult for him. 

The 250cc Pro class was filled with 
the country’s top riders such as current 
250cc National Champion Rick 
Johnson, Team Honda’s Johnny 
O'Mara and Kawasaki's Jeff Ward 
and Goat Breker; but in the end, it 
was Honda’s Lechien that made it to 
the winner’s circle. In his first outing, 
Lechien started the moto out in second 
place but mistakes dropped-him back; 





he eventually finished fourth. Lechien 
more than made up for his fourth- 
place first moto in the second moto 
by pulling a 13-second lead by the 
third lap. He continued on to win the 
moto which was just enough to nail 
the overall. 

Glover didn’t have any problems at 
all winning the 500cc Pro class. In 
both motos, Glover led by at least 25 
seconds at the checkered flag. 

Honda rider Kyle Lewis used a 2-4 
score to capture the win in the 80cc 
Expert class. In the first moto, Mike 
Pascarella, riding a Yamaha, captured 
the holeshot and then secured a com- 
fortable lead over Kawasaki rider Rob 
Gorden, Lewis, Lowell Thompson 
and Honda rider Shaun Kalos. Lewis 
eventually slipped by Gorden but 
couldn't catch Pascarella. Pascarella 
went on to take the win ahead of 
Lewis, Gorden, Thompson and Hon- 
da rider Scott Brown. 

Kalos stole the second moto hole- 
shot and cruised to take the win. 
Pascarella had a sixth place start and 
could not better his position. Lewis 





managed a fourth in the moto which 
was just enough to capture the overall. 
Brown finished second for third over- 
all, while Thompson ended up third 
for fourth overall. 


125cc Pro 

After the 125cc Pros exited the first 
turn at the start of the first moto, 
Honda rider Willie Surratt had the 
lead, but that didn't last for very long. 
Kehoe passed Surratta few turns-later 
and immediately started to stretch his 
lead. By the end of the first lap, 
Honda’s Larry Brooks had moved 
into second, while Kawasaki rider 
Billy Frank snuck into third. Hicks 
started the second lap in fifth but 
crashed back to ninth. By the end of 
the second lap, Kehoe had already 
built up a 24-second cushion over 
Brooks, who started feeling Whiting 
closing in. Shortly after that, Brooks 
crashed in the double-jump section, 
dropping him back to sixth just be- 
hind Frank and Suzuki's Mike Healey. 

Halfway through the motos, Kehoe 
enjoyed a 26-second lead, while the 
battle over second started to shape up 
between Bowen and Whiting. Bowen 
had a miserable start but, almost 
unnoticed, worked his way into second 
after passing five riders in two laps. 
At this point, the top five riders were 
Kehoe, Bowen, Whiting, Healey and 
Frank. 

After being passed by Bowen, Whit- 
ing didn’t let up — he stayed glued to 
Bowen's rear fender. A few laps later, 





Whiting made his move and slipped 
passed Bowen over a downhill jump. 
Now it was Bowen's turn to do the 
chasing: Bowen pushed Whiting very 
hard for the remaining few laps but 
failed to get around the new Suzuki 
rider. Kehoe easily took the win. 
Healey held on to take fourth, while 
another Suzuki pilot, Jim Tarantino, 
finished fifth. Brooks settled for sixth. 

The second moto turned into a 
very exciting dice between Kehoe, 
Whiting and Bowen for the lead. At 
the start of the moto, Kawasaki rider 
Bader Manneh stole the holeshot but 
dropped out of the race during the 
second lap after Whiting and Kehoe 
had already passed him. With Manneh 
dropping out, Bowen inherited the 
third spot and the first three riders 
began pulling away from the rest of 
the pack. Brooks was a distant fourth. 

For the next three laps, Whiting, 
Kehoe and Bowen were within a 
bikelength of each other. Kehoe tried 
every trick in the book to get around 
his teammate during those three laps 
but nothing worked until the fourth 
circuit. Kehoe made his move while 
they entered along, downhill straight 
with three widely-spaced jumps. At 
high speed, the two went over the 
jumps side-by-side. Kehoe had the 
better line entering the following 
right turn and took the lead. Once in 
the lead, Kehoe slowly inched his 
way intoa five bikelength lead. How- 
ever, the duel over second between 
Whiting and Bowen raged for another 
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Erik Kehoe leads teammate A.J. Whiting during the second moto in the

five laps until Bowen exited a right 
turn a little too hot while only inches 
behind Whiting. Bowen’s rear end 
slid out, forcing the Yamaha rider off 
the track. Bowen re-entered the race 
still in third. Kehoe went on to take 
the win and overall, while Whiting 
finished second, securing second 
overall. Bowen finished third ahead 
of another Suzuki rider Doug Dubach 
and Brooks. 


250cc Pros 


Holland roosted his works Suzuki 
into the lead at the start of the first 
250cc moto while chased by Ward, 
Johnson, Lechien, Australian 250cc 
National Champion Jeff Leisk, 
Breker, Yamaha-mounted Jim Ander- 
son and O’ Mara. However, two turns 
later, Ward passed Holland for the 
lead. During the second lap, Lechien 
moved into second but stalled his 
Hondaa turn later. Lechien restarted 
his mount, got going and then over- 
shota berm, dropping back to seventh. 

` Up front, Holland kept steady pres- 
sure on Ward, while Johnson started 
to move in on the new Suzuki team 
member. By the third lap, Johnson 
edged by Holland and started to reel 
in Ward. Ward's lead started to get 
slimmer and slimmer as Johnson 
closed in. At the halfway point, John- 
son dove inside of Ward in the back 
section of the track and emerged as 
the new leader. A few turns later, 
Johnson's lead grew to a few seconds. 

Meanwhile, O'Mara was making 
up for his poor start by working up to 
fourth, but while trying to pass Hol- 
land, O’Mara got into a mean tank 
slapper braking into a very bumpy 
left turn that pitched the O’Show 
over the bars, off the track and into 
the spectators. Luckily, no spectators 
were hurt, but O’Mara was shaken up 
badly enough to prevent him from 
re-entering the moto. 

At this point, Ward was still a 
threat to Johnson, while Lechien 
pursued Holland. With three laps to 
go, Lechien passed Holland but was 
still no threat to Ward or Johnson. At 
the checkered flag, Johnson took the 
win a few seconds ahead of Ward. 





Lechien took third ahead of Holland, 
Yamaha rider Jim Holley, Leisk and 
Anderson. 

Holland once again put his Suzuki 
into the early lead at the start of the 
second moto just ahead of Lechien, 
Johnson, Leisk and Anderson. Just 
before the end of the first lap, Lechien 
moved into the lead. Then Johnson 
laid his Yamaha down in a turn, 
dropping back to around 10th. A few 
seconds later, Holland crashed while 
trying to keep up with Ward. “I was 
coming out of that off-camber turn, 
started gassing it and my front wheel 
washed out, and the next thing I 
knew, I was on the ground,” said 
Holland. 

After Johnson and Holland crashed, 
Lechien suddenly had a 13-second 
lead only three laps into the race. In 
second was Leisk, then Ward, Holley, 
O’Mara and Anderson. During the 
fifth lap, Ward was trying to find a 
way around Leisk, but O’Mara came 
up and zapped them both in one move. 
This put O'Mara into second, 14 
seconds behind Lechien. 

Soon after, Leisk crashed and 
dropped out, and Ward took control 
of third. After Ward followed John- 
son, Holland and Holley. Lechien 
motored on to take the win, while 
O'Mara edged Ward for second. A few 
seconds back followed Johnson, then 
Holland and Holley. 


500cc Pros 


Glover gated the first 500cc Pro 
moto perfectly and had a bikelength 
lead only a few yards into the race.

Phil Larson held control 
of second place early in the race but 
started to slow drastically during the 
third lap and eventually pulled out of 
the race. 

The main battle in the moto took 
place over third between Yamaha 
rider Jim Ellis and Arnet. Arnet held 
on to third early in the race but was 
passed by Ellis during the fourth lap. 
Then, on the last lap, Arnet retaliated 
by passing Ellis. However, on the last 
rough straight before the checkered 
flag, Ellis made one last attempt to 
pass Arnet. Ellis held the throttle 
wide open, passed Arnet, almost 
endoed, then overshot the berm a few 
feet before the flag.

Belts and bracing: 


Pirelli’s new radial MP7

Radial tires became available for motorcy- 
cles for the first time when Pirelli launched 


its MP7 range. 


Pirelli is claiming a 50% improvement in 


wear resistance, better corner- 


ing grip and performance to 
match the new crop of 150 
mph-plus motorcycles which 
current V-rated cross-ply tires cannot 
match. 

But it's performance at a price. The 
MP7 range will be sold ata premium 
compared to Pirelli’s conventional 
tires. 

And unlike many of the radial 
motorcycle tires under development, 
the Pirelli MP7s are direct replace- 
ments for the cross-ply tires fitted to 
many current machines from Honda, 
Kawasaki, Yamaha, Suzuki, BMW 
and Bimota. So far however, only 
Bimota will be using the Pirelli radials 
as original equipment, mainly be- 
cause of the small numbers available. 

If Pirelli’s claims are born out by 
experience, we could see a revolution 
in high performance tires, as in the 
car world when radial tires became 
widely available for four-wheelers 
several years ago. 

The tires were put to the test at 
Donnington Park race circuit when I 
was able to try anumber of machines 
with the radials fitted. 

Luckily I was able to graba ride on 
a standard Kawasaki GPz900R with 
the original tires before going out on 
the track with a similar bike fitted 
with MP7s. 

First impressions are that the radials 
offer a better ride with lessened road 
vibration reaching the rider. Corner- 
ing stability is good with a slight 
lightening of the feedback to the pilot 
when the bike is cranked hard over. 

But without a more extended test 
it’s impossible to come to any firm 








conclusions about the overall perfor- 
mance, especially on wear rates. 

However, there’s no doubt that 
current conventional tires are reach- 
ing their limits with the performance 
of 125 bhp bikes being put through 
them. During the test day, it was 
obvious that the MP7 tires were run- 
ning cooler and with fewer signs of 
wear on the tread. 

Heat build-up and instability are 
the two gremlins of the cross-ply tire. 
Cross-ply refers to the arrangement 
of the cords in the tire’s carcass, the 
main load bearing part of the tire. 
The layers of cords cross each other at 
angles of about 45° to the axis of the 
wheel to provide a bracing action and 
maintain the position of the tread 
footprint in contact with the road 
relative to the wheel. 

Unfortunately, the flat footprint 
means the carcass is distorted to the 
point where first, there is movement 
between the layers of plies and second, 
the tread pattern is either compressed 
or stretched. 

In the first case at high loads this 
means excessive heat build-up that if 
not checked results in the destruction 
of the tire. In the second case the dis- 
tortion of the tread pattern leads to 
higher-than-expected wear and, with 
a pressure variation of up to five-to- 
one across the footprint, less-than- 
ideal grip, both on wet and dry 
surfaces. 

Compromises in the design of 
cross-ply tires mean details such as 
sipes have to be cut in the tread to 
channel away water where other parts 
of the tread are closed up. Shallower 
tread patterns are also used to mini- 
mize the effects of heat build-up in 





the tread rubber. Either way, tread 
life and grip are less than they could 
be. 

Guido Giancola, Pirelli’s motor- 
cycling tire development director, sees 
the Pirellis more as a “belted” tire 
than a radial. The cord plies you 
would expect to find running across 
the carcass directly from rim to rim to 
have a slight angle between them to 
provide some strength. It is conven- 
tion that dictates the tires be called 
radials. 

“Itis the belt that gives the MP7 its 
performance,” said Guido, Under the 
MP7’'s tread is a continuous belt run- 
ning along the axis of the tire. Beneath 
it are two biased cross-plies but still 
only under the belt and not con- 
nected to the bead that supports the 
edge of the tire on the wheel rim. 

As the wheel rotates, the belt flat- 
tens at the road contact patch but 
instead of the patch distorting to 
maintain contact, it stays in shape, 
the tension in the belt being taken up 
throughout the whole circumference 
of the tire instead of being concen- 
trated in one spot. 

Directional stability is still offered 
by the tire’s sidewalls but because of 
the increased integrity of the tread 
area this is less critical and it is suffi- 
cient to fit a small separating strip of 
rubber between the plies to maintain 
stiffness. The softer sidewalls give the 
improved ride quality. 

Other effects of the belted construc- 
tion, which differs from bias-belted 
tires in that the belt is a zero-degree 
type vs. bias-ply belts, is that tire 
growth is reduced by a third. 

Furthermore, Pirelli claims that 
the larger contact patch offered by the 
belted tire improves cornering grip. 
This also offers better braking figures. 

And with less heat being developed 
in the tire, it has a lower rolling re- 
sistance. 

With mileages of conventional tires 
fitted to superbikes rarely reaching

4,000, there is bound to be demand 
for a tire that can up that figure to 
6,000 miles, especially if there are 
other side benefits such as better hand- 
ling and cornering. 

But until we can directly compare 
radial and cross-ply tires it is impos- 
sible to draw any firm conclusions 
about the Pirelli MP7. 

Tubeless radial tires offered by 
Pirelli are in 120/80-16, 100/90-18 
and 100/90-19 fronts and 150/80-16, 
140/80-17 and 130/80-18 rear sizes. 

A strictly unscientific comparison 
between the wear rates of radial and 
conventionally-belted tires has been 
made by the West German magazine 
Motorrad. 


Motorrad ran a Honda VF1000F . 


with a Bridgestone bias-belted rear 
tire and a VF1000R with the new 
‘Getter’ rear radial... both new 
covers. 

Two riders set off for a day's hard 
riding on the autobahn on the same 
day with instructions not to take it 
easy. 

That evening tread depths were 
measured and compared. 

The end results of this trial showed 
that the 1000R travelled 900 kilome- 
ters (559 miles) before getting down 
to the legal minimum, while the 
1000F had to stop at 435 miles. 

Although those figures cannot be 
strictly compared, they do show that 
improvements in mileages of around 
28% are possible with radials. 

There are a few things to bear in 
mind here. First, the bikes stayed over 
90 mph for most of the time. Second, 
only the rear tires were measured. 
Third, the more powerful 1000R is a 
harder machine on tires, and fourth 
the Bridgestone is not a ‘true’ radial. 
The Getter’s sidewall belting is be- 
tween 50°-90° to the wheelbase. A 
true radial would have the belting at 
90°. 

One final point: the rubber com- 
position of these two tires is to all 
intents and purposes identical . . . so 
you can't say the mileage improve- 
ments are due to one cover simply 
being harder than the other. °

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250cc Novice ranks, topping Sullivan 
and Andy Michner. Sullivan took the 
125/250cc overall class championships 
back to Columbia, West Virginia.

High Point Raceway’s Dave and 
Rita Coombs brought their National 
Hare Scrambles expertise to the races 
for the second year and conceived 
three different circuits — for Pee 
Wees, Minis and full size bikes. “I 
tried something a little different this 
year,” said Coombs. “While I was 
leading the riders on their parade lap, 
we stopped out in the woods, shut 
everything down, and I held my rid- 
er's meeting. The guys paid attention 
with no confusion and lots of quiet.” 

Jeff Dement, Chris Allen, Kenny 
Yoho and Chris Thoms were ob- 
scured by the tall broom grass until 
they appeared at the 5lcc class scor- 
ing barrels. Dement and Allen rode 
in tandem the entire race, swapping 
the lead frequently. At the end of a 
half hour, Dement won. “Allen is a 
tough competjtor,” said Dement. “He 
was passing me ona long straight so I 
had to block him off on the last lap. It 
was fun, but really rough in spots.” 

Marty Vaughn and Brian Swink 
earned the 65cc (7-11) Stock and Mod- 
ified wins, respectively, to advance in 
the Olympiad point race. Swink had 
to come back from a problem on the 
course. “I made a wrong turn and a 
bunch of guys followed me. We finally 
got back on the course and we didn’t 
make that mistake again.” 

Hank Moree pushed his Kawasaki 
to a 60-second lead in the 85cc (7-11) 
Stock class, but fell and Gene Nau- 
mec collected the win. “Hank fell in a 
berm on the final lap,” said Naumec. 
“Randy Jurcik and my dad had the 
bike running great, but I had to be 
careful.” 

Idaho’s Lowell Thomson found 
himself in catch-up land in the 85cc 
(12-13) Stock race. “I fell on the start 
and then some kid flipped up some 
wire that tangled me up.” Thomson 
ran down John Kitsch and Junior 
Jackson to win. 

Yamaha rider Greg Bowen led all 
the way in the Modified division over 
Larry Ward and Mike LaRocco. 

Simmet lost the 85cc (14-15) Stock 
lead via an engine seizure, leaving 
Timmy Lemire in control. Lemire 
said, “It’s my first time here. All the 





different types of racing are fun. I 
usually only race MX.” 

Karcher added to his 14-15 age divi- 
sion point lead with a win in the 85cc 
Modified class. “Devane was leading, 
but he had a bike problem,” said 
Karcher. “I have a big blister on my 
foot, right where I have to shift. It’s 
pretty painful to ride.” 

Eddie Hicks blitzed the 125cc Novice 
guys, even having time out to go back 
through the right scoring barrels. 
Tichenor stayed with Hicks in the 
points game with an equally impres- 
sive 250cc Novice win, 

Manneh, Tommy Watts, Chad 
Parker, Carroll Richardson and Keith 
Yarnell headed the 125cc Expert race 
with Texan Parker leading the early 
going, and the thrills coming on the 
final lap. Manneh said, “My goggles 
slipped down and Watts and I took 
each other out. I got up, charged, and 
three corners from the end slipped 
past Parker for the win.” 

Michigan’s Jeff Stanton romped 
past Rodney Barr and scored the 
250cc Expert win. Stanton said, “Barr 
had the lead, but then his gas tank 
busted.” 

TT 

The rains that spared the short 
track deluged the Ocala TT circuit 
and after no relief at mid-day, referee 
Ephrem called for a rider’s decision. 
“We can race in the mud,” he said, 
“but it will be a one-line track and 
won't be up to our standards.” The 
riders agreed to move the event to 
Gatorback and Drew Wolfe con- 
structed an instant TT circuit the 
next morning. 

Chris Allen put his Yamaha ahead 
for his first victory in the 5lcc final, 
beating Jéff Dement. Dement said, “I 
was just out of control. I like a track 
with jumps better.” 

In 65cc (7-11) Stock action, Marty 
Vaughn dealt with Brian Swink, Brett 
Melton and Colin Edwards before 
taking the win. Vaughn and Swink 
warred wheel-to-wheel in the Modi- 
fied final with Vaughn on top. 

Moree continued in his romp of 
the 85cc (7-11) division, but Naumec 
made it a real battle, beating Moree in 
their heat and challenging in the 
Stock final. Moree’s riding coach, 
former National MX Champion Tony 
DiStefano, said, “Hank has great 
desire and a good riding style. It’s 
been fun helping him along and I 
love working with these kids.” 

Jay Mann found his specialty on 
the fast TT track and upset Junior 
Jackson, Shaun Kalos and Lowell 
Thomson in the 85cc (12-13) Stock 
and Modified classes. Mann had to 
twist his Team Green Kawasaki to 
the limit to reel in Jackson and Kalos

to complete his sweep in the Stock 
final. 

Vince Devane won with a dazzling 
display of riding in the 85cc (14-15) 
final. Devane said, ‘‘My dad and Nel- 
son Gallops worked all morning and 
literally put two bikes together from 
spare parts in time for me to ride.”’ 
Karcher took second in the Stock 
class and seventh in Modified to stay 
in the hunt. 

In the 125cc Novice main, Hicks 
opened up an insurmountable lead 
over Arty Coker and Andy Michner. 
“The point race is really close,” said 
Hicks, “and this win brings me nearer 
to Tichenor."’ 

Michner burned the 250cc Novice 
class start with Tichenor in tow. The 
pair swapped the lead until Tichenor 
bobbled and Michner owned the over- 
all TT trophy. “He just blew a berm,” 
said Michner. “It was the same one he 
passed me on earlier.” 

Barr, Manneh and Richardson had 
to find a way around Mark Crozier in 
the 125cc Expert final. Manneh led a 
couple of laps before Barr made his 
move. Manneh said, ‘‘My front brake 
was gone and that made it tough on 
this fast track.” 

Stanton beat Manneh and Barr 
into the first tight left-hander to lead 
the 250cc Expert final. Barr high-sided 
his way out of an intense three-way 
dice with Stanton hanging on for the 
win. 

Barr, who had to be carried from 
the TT course by paramedics, said, “I 
tried to fan the clutch and goofed up. 
They say that I stretched ligaments in 
my knee, but I’m going to try to ride 
the motocross anyway.” 

Manneh earned the overall TT 
award and carried an impressive point 
lead into MX competition, putting 
him in strong contention for the 
Bronze Boot — which has always 
been won by a 7-11 age group rider. 
Motocross 

The final showdown came Sunday 
on Gatorback Cycle Park’s serpentine 
course. Honda's Bob “Hurricane” 
Hannah was the grand marshall for 
the event and met with the 5lcc class 
riders before the final to discuss race 
strategy. 

In the 5lcec division motos, Matt 
Shue passed Jeff Dement and quickly 
established himself as a winner. Shue’s 
riding secret? “I just leave the gas on.” 

Dement was content with a second 
and the Olympiad trophy and sav- 
ings bond. 

Brian Swink battled Marty Vaughn 
and Brett Melton in extremely tight 
65cc (7-11) division motos, with Mel- 
ton and Vaughn each scoring a moto 
win.

less pressure and more fun.” 

Moree stuffed his Kawasaki in the 
turns and won the 85cc (7-11) Stock 
class to insure his Olympiad cham- 
pionship. At stake, however, was an 
extremely tight point race with 
Manneh, who trailed going into the 
MX by a scant three point margin. 

Moree led Naumec in the first 
Modified moto, but crashed hard and 
had to hustle to salvage second. 

In moto two, Moree took a comfort- 
able lead, then rode conservatively. 
Naumec showed no mercy and moved 
“T had to let him 
by,” said Moree. “If we had gone at it 
and raced close, I might have taken a 
fall. I didn’t want to take that risk.” 

The game plan worked and Moree 
kept his point lead. He later received 
the Bronze Boot award from 1983 
winner Damon Bradshaw then turned 
the champagne on his dad, his big- 
gest booster. 

Arizona Honda rider Shaun Kalos 
ended his weekend on an up note, 
earning the 85cc (12-13) Stock’ prize 
ahead of Mann and Lowell Thom- 
son. 

After Kalos broke a chain, Thom- 
son split Modified moto wins with 
Bowen and wrapped the. (12-13) 
Olympiad prize. 

In the 85cc (14-15) competition, 
Devane’s mechanical woes put him 
so far behind Karcher that the best he 
could hope for wasa class sweep, and 
problems for the competition. Devane 
blitzed the first Stock moto, but got a 
bad start in moto two with Karcher 
taking the win. Devane got the class 
overall. 

Devane and Karcher were one-two 
in the opening Modified moto, but 

Karcher made fewer mistakes to earn 
the MX and Olympiad titles. ‘ 
event and Loretta Lynn’s are the best 
events in the country,” said the happy 
Karcher. 

Hicks and Tichenor were close in 
their pointrace. Hicks put his Yamaha 
ahead in the.125cc Novice to narrow 
the gap, with Tichenor having to 
come back from last to earn second in 
the final moto. 

Hicks didn’t compete in the 250cc 
Novice ranks and the class was a 
Tichenor benefit as he led every lap. 
Tichenor earned 125 and 250cc cham- 
pionships only three months after 
leaving the Mini ranks. 

Barr, Richardson, Crozier and 
Stanton stood in the way of Manneh's 
route in the 125 and 250cc Expert 
motos. Barr, riding with an injured 
knee, took the first 125cc moto lead, 
but lost his enthusiasm as the pain 
returned and he backed off. 

Barr and Crozier led Manneh briefly 
in moto two. Manneh sharéd the 250cc 
moto wins with Stanton, but earned 
the motocross and Olympiad titles.e 
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are much more valuable to either 
burst or endurance athletes than large 
lung volume. Synchronized swim- 
mers, who hold their breath two to 
three minutes to perform their under- 
water ballet moves, have posted some 
of the highest effusion /diffusion rates 
recorded. With no opportunity to 
breathe underwater, their bodies adapt 
to using a greater percentage of the 
inhaled oxygen. 


Oxygen 

The body can survive but a few 
minutes without oxygen. The brain 
starts dying. Skeletal muscles and the 
heart begin losing their ability to 
contract, 

Oxygen is found in the following 
areas: 

O Muscle tissue. Stored in myo- 
globin, which has even greater 
oxygen-binding capabilities than 
the blood’s hemoglobin. Water 
mammals such as whales can 
stay under water so much longer 
than humans because of their my- 
oglobin superiority. Exercise can 
double the body’s myoglobin. 

O Blood. In the hemoglobin of the 
blood’s red cells plus small 
amounts apart from the hemo- 
globin. 

O Body fluids. In small amounts. 

Skeletal muscles are the greatest 
consumers of the body's oxygen in- 
take. During exertion as much as 80% 
of the oxygen inhaled can be going to 
skeletal muscles. That figure can drop 
to as low as 20% in a body at rest. 
About 10% of the oxygen intake is 
used by the brain and another 10% by 
the heart and other vital organs. After 
eating, digestion can demand up to 
60% of the oxygen supply. 

The burning of body fuel produces 
two waste products — carbon dioxide 
and water vapor — which are exhaled. 
Although a waste product, carbon 
dioxide is utilized by the body in 
small amounts to help control the 
rate of breathing. (Loss of carbon 
dioxide in the blood can lead to diz- 
ziness and blackouts. Rapid forced 
breathing often creates dizziness. The 
effort to load the system with oxygen 
eliminates needed carbon dioxide. 
Rapid breathing before diving under- 
water is not advised for this reason.) 
Oxygen utilization 

An athlete uses inhaled oxygen 
more efficiently than a non-athlete. 
(In a sense, an athlete is like a motor- 
cycle on which the throttle can be 
opened fully, letting maximum air 
flow bring maximum gasoline vapor 
to the combustion chamber. Picture 
the non-athlete as the same motorcy- 
cle with a governor on the throttle. 
The slide will only come up so far, a 
reduced amount of air intake and fuel 
get to the combustion chamber.) 

In simplest terms, oxygen utiliza- 
tion involves: 

(1) Intake. Getting oxygen into the 
body. 

(2) Uptake. Tramsporting oxygen 
from the lungs to the working mus- 
cles. 

(3) Oxidation. Burning oxygen 
with body fuels to energize the work- 
ing muscles. 

An athlete improves his oxygen 
utilization with cardiovascular (stam- 
ina) exercise. 

Cardiovascular training offers: 

O Improved oxygen intake. 

O Improved effusion/ diffusion. 
‘The body gets more oxygen into 
the blood stream, eliminates more 
carbon dioxide. 

O Increased blood volume. The 
body has more blood to carry 
more oxygen and body fuels 
through an enlarged circulatory. 
system. 





O Increased cardiac output. More 
oxygen can be delivered as the 
heart beats faster and each stroke 
pumps a larger blood volume. 

O Improved oxygen pickup. Muscle 
enzymes are able to pick up more 
of the oxygen in the blood. This 
permits burning more body fuel 
to energize stronger contractions. 


Oxygen uptake 

Oxygen uptake measures the body’s 
ability to bring oxygen to the muscles. 
This measurement is usually ex- 
pressed in milliliters per kilogram 
per minute. 

VOx Max refers to maximum oxy- 
gen uptake. (V stands for volume, O2 


is the chemical sign for oxygen.) The. 


VO: Max for a non-athlete is usually 
10 to 12 times greater than his basal 
(at rest) intake. The maximum for a 
trained athlete, however, may be 20 
times greater or more. 

The potential maximum oxygen 
uptake in each individual is genetic. 
Once reached, it can’t be improved by 
training. However, training can bring 
an athlete closer to his limit. The 
greatest marathon runners do not 
necessarily have the highest oxygen 
uptake potentials. Some of them just 
use what they have to great advan- 
lage. 

The ability to utilize oxygen while 
sustaining a high heart rate permits 
superior endurance performances. 
Professional motocrossers record high 
oxygen uptake figures because their 
total body involvement for 40-minute 
motos requires both aerobic and an- 
aerobic exertion. 


Oxygen debt . 

. The oxidation of body fuel pro- 
duces a waste product, pyruvate (or 
pyruvic acid) which is converted to 
carbon dioxide and water vapor for ex- 
halation, provided there is sufficient 
oxygen. 

If oxygen is insufficient, then pyru- 
vate is converted to lactic acid which 
accumulates in the muscles and over- 
flows into the blood stream. 

Lactic acid in the muscles creates 
pain, usually a burning sensation, 
and fatigue. The pain and fatigue 
serve as warning signals that the 
body needs more oxygen and less 
exertion to eliminate the poisonous 
lactic acid from the system. 

During anaerobic activity, the body 
builds an oxygen debt — a deficit 
between what the cardiovascular sys- 
tem delivers and what the muscles are 
demanding for fuel burning. (Sprint- 
ing may create an oxygen demand 40 
to 50 times greater than that at rest.) 

The oxygen debt is repaid by 
breathing deeply after exertion ends. 
This increased oxygen intake per- 
mits the breakdown and removal of 
lactic acid from stressed muscles. Then 
the muscles, relieved of the fatiguing 
poison, regain normal feeling and 
capacity. 

The elimination of lactic acid may 
be helped by mild aerobic exercise 
such as jogging or walking. Mild 
activity circulates more blood to the 
liver where lactic acid is converted 
back to glycogen. 

Generally, an untrained individ- 
ual will stop activity when his oxy- 
gen debt reaches about 10 liters of 
oxygen. Training can increase oxy- 
gen debt capacity to as much as 17 
liters. a

Bertram 
stampedes

Dave Bertram (Cycle Gear/ 
O’Neal/Bel-Ray/Nelson Bros/ 
Team Husky) easily took over- 
all honors at the first Time- 
keeper’s M.C. Wildboar enduro with 
an eight-point score. Jeff Irwin (Hi- 
Point/Inter-Link/Sun River/ Husky) 
followed Bertram by six points witha 
14-point second overall. Even more 
amazing than Bertram’s easy win was 
the fact that he drove all night from 
Baja after competing in the grueling 
170 mile Tecate enduro the day before. 
Taz Harvey (J.K. Cycle Inn) took 
third overall and overall A with a 
17-point score, followed by a three- 





way 18-point tie with Brain Beatie 
(J.K. Cycle Inn/Richmond Honda) 
coming out on top followed by Duke 
Lambert (Sierra/Hi-Point) and Dan 
Neilson (South City Cycles). Vet A 
rider Cliff Glidden (Cycle Gear/ 
Sierra) scored 24 to easily better second 
Vet A Joe Brown's (Brown’s Cycles)

Mark Steppovich took overall Be- 
ginner slot with a 17-point score in a 
special class created to encourage 
non-enduro riders to give competi- 
tive woods riding a try. Had Steppo- 
vich ridden with the-Cs, he would 
have finished seventh overall in the 
class, which is an excellent ride for 
the first time out of the chutes.

Arnet sizzles at 
Saturday ‘Dunes 
Supercross

VALENCIA, CA, DEC. 15 
Saturday racing at the ‘Dunes 
often attracts motocross super- 
stars. Today was no exception. 
Yamaha factory rider, Keith 


Bowen, came from the midwest to 
challenge some of southern Califor- 
nia’s top Pros. It was a day that Ed 
Arnet will long remember as he ex- 
ceeded even his own expectations by 
out-riding Bowen for two motos. 
The spectators were literally hanging 
on the fences as they were treated to 
two of the most exciting motos seen 
this year at Saturday ‘Dunes racing. 

In the first Pro moto, Suzuki- 
mounted Russ Wageman grabbed the 
early lead followed closely by Arnet 
and Andy Ellis. Back in the pack 
Bowen was making a furious charge 
— passing riders right and left. By the 
fifth lap Bowen had overtaken Ellis 
and began to pressure Arnet for se- 
cond. The trio of Wageman, Arnet 
and Bowen diced lap after lap with 
only a split second separating first 
from third. By lap nine the roosts 
from Arnet’s Granada Yamaha/Dan 
Bolle-sponsored machine pelted Bo- 
wen, forcing him to drop back and be 
content with third. Wageman’s roost 
did not seem to hinder Arnet. He 
stayed righton Wageman's back fend- 
er until the last lap of the 30-minute 
moto, when he stylishly slipped under 
Wageman’s Suzuki to take the hard- 
earned victory. 

At the start of the second Pro moto, 
Arnet gated first, with Bowen and 
Wageman in second and third. Bowen 
closely and aggressively pursued Arnet 
and made attempts to pass at every 
corner. The three riders were push- 
ing each other, and after several laps 
they were 15 seconds ahead of the 
fourth place rider. Justafter the “killer 
double,” Wageman went down and 
was forced to retire, leaving Arnet 
and Bowen to duel it out to the end. 








On lap 13 of 15, Bowen rammed his 
Yamaha by Arnet to take the lead. 
Arnet stayed right on Bowen’s rear 
wheel for a lap and then made his 
move in a fast, sandy sweeper. He 
took the rougher inside line and flew 
by Bowen! Even despite a near-disas- 
trous giant “Flying W”, Arnet was 
able to maintain the lead to the finish 
line and take the overall win. 

In the first 250cc Junior moto, 
Yamaha rider Charles Abbitt narrowly 
edged out Honda rider Dave Jen- 
nings for the lead. Michael Foos and 
Dutch Weibel followed closely in 
third and fourth. On the first lap 
Jennings crashed after a set of double 
jumps, letting the rest of the field go 
by. At the checkered flag the top posi- 
tions were still held by Abbitt, Foos 
(Hon) and Weibel (Kaw). 

The start of the second moto was a 
carbon copy of the first, with Abbitt 
again getting theearly lead. Jennings 
kept the pressure on Abbitt for half 
the moto and was unsuccessful in 
passing until the triple jumps. It was 
there that Jennings charged by Abbitt 
for the lead and never looked back. 
When the finish was tallied, Abbitt 
took the overall win, while Jennings’ 
4-1 was good enough to edge out 
Foos for second.

Ron Sheets flat ran away with the 
Open Expert half mile going wire to 
wire with Ken King and Rusty Gaita 
only able to follow him home. Bob 
Graves came away with a double win 
in the Open Amateur: the half mile 
wasn’t too hard, but the short track 
had to be worked for. Off the start it 
was Graves in front with Matt Stou- 
tenburg second and Richard Schroeder 
third. On the second lap, there was a 
pile-up with the front runners in 
turn one bringing out the red flag. 
On the restart, it was Jeff Hagge who 
was out in front with Graves right 
back up in front challenging. Two 
laps later, Graves reclaimed the top 
spot with Allan Moriarty in second 
and Schroeder third. Schroeder got 
by Moriarty one lap later, and Stou- 
‘tenburg started putting on the pres- 
sure, but Moriarty was able to hold 
him off until lap nine of the 10-lap 
main. At the finish it was Graves, 
Schroeder, Stoutenburg and Moriarty.

Brown took the holeshot in the 
first moto over CR500R-mounted 
Scott Cook and YZ250N-mounted 
Tommy Ash.

25 miles or more of trail, connecting 
outside trails, two toilets, staging 
area, primitive campground and pic- 
nic ground, water development, plan- 
tation protection, signs, and twoarea 
managers. This would be a large 
development which would have to be 
phased, depending on more dollars. 

We are asking for your ideas on 
these matters, specific comments on 
the following points would be appre- 
ciated: 

1. Are the proposed facilities, trails, 
campsites, etc., suitable to the ORV 
user? 

2. Would- you use facilities like 
these in this general area? 

3. What improvements or changes 
to the existing access do you suggest? 

4. Do you have other alternatives or 
suggestions?

D-37 on Pettigrew 


This is in reference to a letter by 
Tim Saueressig (Cycle News, Janu- 
ary 9). 

It is our concern that Mr. Saueres- 
sig did not present all of the facts that 
were put before the race referee and 
the D-37 Competition Committee. 

There were four issues that led to 
the disqualification of Chuck Petti- 
grew. 

1. D-37 Rulebook states that “‘rid- 
ers must stop and be checked for posi- 
tive identification.” 

2. There was a notice at sign-in 
that riders had to come to a complete 
stop at each check. 

3. There was a sign at each check 
telling riders to stop. 

4. There were notes in each check- 
book from checks one and seven that 
“#134 would not stop.” 

We questioning the First Section 
Captain, who was at check one when 
the leaders came through. He stated 
that #134 and #187 came into the check 
tied in first place. #134 did not try to 
stop, but passed #187 while getting 
checked. 

Check seven had a similar story, 
however, #134 was alone and in third 
place by then. The person checking 
ran after #134, but could not catch 
him. 

It was our opinion that Chuck Pet- 
tigrew violated D-37’s rule on stop- 
ping at checks one and seven. More- 
over, he passed another rider at check 
one, therefore taking unfair advan- 
tage in passing.
